THE SEAT OF LORD HEATHFIELD. 


THIS very elegant modern manſion, which was erected about fixty years ago, ftands in the beautiful park of the 
fame name, in a ſituation almoſt centrical between Tunbridge Wells, in Kent; and the towns of Bane, Lowes, and 


Brighthelmſtone, in the county of Sufſex ; from each of which places it is only diſtant from twelve to fourteen miles. 


While his Lordſhip, then the never to be forgotten General Sir George Auguſtus Ehott, was © nobly employed in 
defending, during the late war, the famous rock of Gibraltar; which, notwithſtanding it's natural fRieridity, was rem 
dered by his (kill fo abundantly fertile in laurels ; this beautiful feat was the refidence of Richard Fuller, EK bis Less 
(bip's ſon-in-law, who has been ſeveral years married to Miſs Eliot.

THE SEAT OF SIR FRANCIS SYKES, BART. 


THIS new and ſuperb ſeat is ſituated in a fine park, near the village of Baſildon, in the county of Berks at the diſtance 
uf about nine miles from Reading, and forty-five from London. 


The eſtate formerly belonged to Lord Vane; but the houſe is entirely new-ereRed, by Carr of York, for Sir Francis 
dy kes, the preſent proprietor, on the principle of Wentworth Houſe, in Yorkſhire, 


Though the external building is finiſhed, the internals are far from being yet compleated ; but, from what is already done, 


and what is now doing, Baſildon may ſaſely be pronounced in a fair way for becoming one of the nobleſt feats in the 
kingdom, 


The cieling of the grand ſaloon is ornamented with ſtucco, and pinked in very beautifully; and the walls are painted in 
.m.tation of baſſo-relievo, in « moſt maſterly ſtyle, by Monſieur De Bruyn, 


The grounds are laying out ins Ryle of elegance, ſuitable to the grandeur and magnificence of the houſe; which cammandg 
_ + fine view of the beautiful windings of the Thames, and has many other local advantages. 


BEACONSFIELD HOUSE,

Lord Robert Bertie greatly improved both the houie au Geng gronds, cfpecially by moving the lch road, whics

IN BERKSHIRE. 


THE SEAT OF GEORGE VANSITTART, ESQ 


BISHAM ABBEY, otherwiſe BUSTLESHAM ABBEY, fituated about three miles from Maidenhead, in Rerkſhice, 
and twenty-nine from London, was built in the year 1338, and given to d Edward Hoby in the reign of Edward VI. frons 
which period it continued in the poſſeſſion of the Habys till the death of Sir Philip in 1966, when it paſted te John NHL Fg. 
a diſtant relation, who then took the name of Jahn Hoby Mill: afterwards, on the death of his elder brother, this gentleman 
became Sir John Mill, Bart, and, dying without iflue, on the gth of July 1989, Veſt the Viſham eftate to his widow, tram 
whom it was purchated by George V anfittart, Eſq. the pretent poallefior, in the year 1751. 


The church contains ſome remarkably handſame marble monuments, of which there |» a very full and accurate acc. unt 1. 
Aſhmale's Antiquities of Berkthire: and many particulars reſpecting this venerable edifice may be ben ba Dr. Thomas 
Tanner's Notitia Monaſtica, and the Ecclefiattical Memorials under kdward VI. 


The drawing-room in the houſe goes by the name of Queen Eligabeth's Council Chamber ; and, within baif a mile of 
Riſham, is a ſpring called Queen Elizabeth's Spring, where there are iH remaining the walls of @ bath, which ber melt ns 
faid to have uſed, and cloſe to which Mr. V anfittart has diſcovered the foundations of a room funpouict to have boon oe

IN OXFORDSHIRE. 


THE SEAT OF HIS GRACE THE DUKE OF MARLBOROUGH. 


BLENHEITM, one of the moſt magnificent piles of architecture in this kingdom, and perhaps in the whole world, i. 
fituated within half a mile of the borough of Woodſtock ; being about eight miles from Oxford, and fixty-four from Lon- 
don. It was built at the public expence, in the reign of Queen Anne; and conferred, with the annexed demeſnes, on the 
moſt illuſtrious John Duke of Marlborough, and his heirs for ever, as a teſtimony of royal favour, and national! gratitude, 
for his tranſcendent ſervices, and the many fignal victortes he had gained over the French and Bavarians; particularly that 
near the village off beim, on the banks of the Danube, from which this noble palace receives it's name. On the anai- 
verſary of this victory, which was atchieved Auguſt 2, 1704, the inheritors of his Grrace's honours and titles, for ever, arc to 
render the ſovereign one ftandard, or colours, with three fleur-de-lis painted therean, as an acquittance for all manner of 
gents, ſuits, and ſervices, due to the crown. 

Sir John Vanbrugh was the architect of Blenheim ; who, though he has been indifcriminately cenſured for a heavinehs in 

his deſigns, muſt at leaſt Nand acquitted in this inftance, when it is conſidered that firength and durability were objects to 
be primarily regarded in a pile intended to remain a laſting monument of Braſh valour, awd Britiſh genctuſity. 
The park is entered from Woodſtock, the uſual approach, through a Triumphal Arch, or fpacious Portal, erefted to the 
memory of Joha Duke of Marlborough, by his contort Sarah, This leads to the East Cate of Bleabeim ; from whence, 
proceeding tv the area, through a quadrangle of offices, the North Front apens to the view, This from, which is three 
humbicd and forty-eight feet from wing to wing, highly ornamented, the root being conccaled by a tone baluttrade and ftatues, 
forms the grand approach ; to which the vitior is conducted actes a valley, through which winds a beautiful and (pact... 
canal, over @ moſt magnificent Bridge, conſtructed in the ftile of the Rialto at Venice. 

Bvyond this, in a direRt line, and on a conſiderable eminence, ſtands a ſtately Calumm, anc usa and tate; fort high, 
un the ah of which is a ate of the immortal John Churchill, Duke of Marlborough ; and, un the pedeſtal, his eminent 
achievements, and the acts of the Britiſh parliament in hi» fav our, arc fully inkribed, | 

The South From of Blenheim, though eſs extenſive, is extremely clegant; and commande a delightiul view of the 
peature-grounds and plamations, a+ well as of the neighbouring village of Haden, and the diltant halle over 7s entrance,

The Hall, which Fes in the centre of the North or Grand From, is centered through a ſuperb portico, fopported by maſſy 
Corinthian columns, of prodigious clepance and uncommon dimentions, "The cicling, which is the height of the building, 
is painted by Sir James "Thornhill, and repreſents Victory crowning John Duke of Marlborough, as ſhe points to a Phan of 
the Battle of Blenheim. This room comains a buſt of John Duke of Martborongh ; a Venus de Medicis, and Faun, in 
bronze, from the originals in th: Grand Duke of Tuſcany's collection; forcral marble Termini ; and two beautiful ſtatucs, 
one repreſenting a Nymph, and the other a Bacchual. 

Next to the Hall s the Bow-window Room; the tapeſtry of which +cprefents the famons Battle of Blenheim, and other 
exploits of Joby Duke of Martborough, in the mot glowing colours, and th: moſt cxatt proportions. Among other ele- 
gant paintings of approved artiſts, this room is adorned with a very capital original picture of the Virgin and Child, St. 
John, and Se. Nr de-, by Raphacl. 

Adjoining to this & the Duke's Dreffing-Room ;, which; befides a variety of other celebrated productions of the pencil, con- 
tains a very hae Hoy Family, by Rubens ; Our Saviour in the Virgin's Lap, crowning two Female Martyrs, by Lian; 
the Cucumcihoen, by Rembrandt ; and an Academy Figure, by Vandyck. 

The EA Drawing Room, to which the viſitors of Blenheim are next condutcy, is 2Jorned with many foperd paintings z 
parucularly, a very capital and firikingly pictureſque Bacchanalian piece, the Offerings of the Magi, and Rubens with his 
Wifk and Child; all by that celebrated maſter. the aft being a prevent from the Town of Hruffſels to John Duke of 
Martborough. AM, a Man's Head, by Titian; a Holy Family, ciermaced the work of Reel, given to his Grace by the 
Town of Ghent ; and an cochamingly beautiful picture, by Sir Joſhua Reynaths, reprefemting I ady Charbeute Spencer, in

room are likewiſe elegant paintings, by Rubens, of Lot and his Daughters, and Venus and Adonis, both preſents from the Em- 
peror of Germany; a Bacchanalian piece, by Vandyck ; and a beautiful portrait of Anne, Princeſs of Denmark, by Sir Godtrey 
Kneller. 

In the Saloon, a noble and highly-finiſhed room, lined in the lower part with marble, after the Italian taſte, are ſeveral lofty 
compartments, containing repreſentations of the different nations of the world in their characteriſtic die ſſes and expreflions, 
by La Guerre, The cicling, executed by the ſame artiſt, deſcribes John Duke of Marlborough in the career of victory, 
arreſted by the hand of Peace, while Time reminds him of the rapidity of his own flight, 


Several of the victories of John Duke of Marlborough are delineated in the tapeſtry of the Drawing-Room to the right 
of the Saloon; and over the chimney there is a curious clock ſupported by an elephant. The principal paintings ate, 
Meleager and Atalanta, by Rubens; the Adoration of the Shepherds, by Lucca (Giordano ; and a tew pieces by Pouſlin, 


The tapeſtry of the Middle Drawing-Room, to the right of the Saloon, exhibits other battles of John Duke of Marl- 
borough z and contains, likewite, a capital painting on black marble, by Aleflandro Veroncſe with a beautiful portrait of 
Lady Sunderland and ſome other paintings of lefs importance. 

This room leads to the State Bedchamber, the chimney- piece of which is adorned with a buſt of Diana; and over it is 3 
ſuperb painting by Lucca Giordano, repreſenting Seneca bleeding to death. A portrait of Edward VI. by Holbein; the 
Burning of 1 roy, by ON Frank ; and two pieces of Still Life, by Malteſe; are the other paintings which deſerve moſt at 
wntion in this apartment. 


From the profuſion of fplendid ohe in this flately ſuite of rooms, the eye is at once charmed ani! relieved, on entering the 
Library. This noble room is ane hundred and cighty-three feet long, and thirty-one feet nine inches wide nor is it poſſible t6 
Conceive any thing more elegantly finiſhed than the folid columns of marble which luppurt a nich entablature, the Doric 
pilaſters of the ſame, the turrounding baſements of black marbl:, and the ſt uc coed compartments of the loſty vaulted ciel, 


This ſpacious room was originally intended as a gallery for paintings; but has fince been furniſhed with a nouble edler ties 
of books, comprizing upwards of twenty thouſand volumes, in various languages, arts, and licence 

At the upper end of the Library ſtands a bighly-finiſhed ſtatue of Queen Anne, in her coranation robes, by Ryſbrack ; 
and at the lower end is a fine CGirecian buſt of Alexander the Cireat, in good prefervation, as dug out of the ruins of He: + 
eulaneum, and ſupported by an elegant modern Therm. On one fide, above the book cafes, are feveral buſts, and a num» 
ber of whole-length family portraits; and on the other, large bow-windows, the frames of which are exquituely finiſhed, 
from whence there is an Liyfian profpet of the beautifully-covered deſcent to the canal, and of the riling groves on the 
vppalite hall, : | 

From the Library, a long Callery leads to the Chapel, in the weſtern wing of the palace ; where there is a lately many + 
ment, by Rybrack, ts the memory of Jahn Duke of Marlborough and his Dutchels, repretented with their two for, wha 
died young, ws fupported by Fame and Hiſtory: beneath, in a bafſe-relievo, is the taking of Marihal 1 allacd.

Haring thus curferily drfcribed forne of the mot ftriking beauties in this mangnificent palace, iz would be angurdonablc 
not to mention the Gardens and Fark; which, whether we regard the delightwinefs of fauation, or the mot captinuzn” 
charms of Nature unproved by the chufteſt defigns of Art, equally demand our attention and warmef abairntion. The 
Fiexfure-grounds, including the Garders, occupy an extent of confederably more than two beaded acres, amd we hind coun 
«ith aſtoniſhing raffle; principally under the infpe&tion of the prefent Duke, ward love of the frog e of rur2) xn ehegana 
hunplicity, is every where conſpicuous. "The Flower Baſket, copicd from the defeyn of Madume Pompudour, x5 diiglaned mn 
the garden of Verfailles, is oue of the moſt enchanting affernblages of fweets any where to be en the woerkGhog walks, 
as well as the temples, and other artificial objects, are at once clegant and neat ; and the whole & preferred in a fare of the

Ide pleaſure-grounds have lately received a conſiderable improvement and enlargement, by throwag 2 en Cre 
bridge over the lake, war the caſcade ; and incloſting and hing down, in the mo ciegane ffike,, 2 pretty lege watt of the 
oprofite hill. In this delightful port feveral groncs arc fo naturally introduced, that art frareciy apyrars ; amd a may-

THE SEAT OF OSWALD MOSLEY, ESQ. 


BOLESWORTH CASTLE is firuated on an clevated fpot, in a fine park, about ten miles from Chefter, the 
Gmc aiftance trom W huchurch in Shropſhice, and about une hundred and feventy from Londen. 


1 he famous ruin of Beefton is in the immediate neighbourhood; and at the back of the houſe is a large and noble range 
of rocks. 


The ſituation commands, towards the weſt, an extenſive view of a very fertile plain, in which Cheſter appears conſpicuous, 
with the teveral cucunyace nt towns and villages. 1 be profpect is boundes, on the K, by be Welch mountains ; in tront, 
by ne Iruh Chan, aud, on the right, by the Liverpool Chanas! and the l et wu Deiaaare. 
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IN THE ISLE OF WIGHT. 


THE SEAT OF COLONEL HILL. 


THIS elegant little ſeat, or cottage ornde, is ſituated in the moſt beautiful and romantick part of the iſland, being about 
one hundred miles from London. It ſtande near the extremity of the ſouthern coaſt, in the road between Stecphill and 
Shanklin, and commands a view over the bold projetting rocks on it's ſhores, into Sandown Bay. 


The cliffs at Bonchurch and Steephill riſe boldly from the beach; and the ride from thence to Shanklin exhibits a great 
variety of rude and pleaſing ſcenery. 


Shanklia Chine, about three miles from Bonchurch, poſſeſſes 2 romantick wildnefs that would have charmed a Pouſſin,

THIS feat, which ſtands on the weſt fide of Chiſllehurſt Common, and is about twelve miles diſtant from the 
metropolis, is made famous by two of it's illuſtrious owners : the preſent Earl, who takes his title from it; and it's former 


owner, from whom it derives it's name, the great and learned William Camden, one of the moſt eminent writers, diligent 
anliquarics, and impartial hiſtorians, that this or any other country has produced. 


This feat, after Camden's death, was moſt probably fold, and paſſed into the poſſeſſion of ſeveral intermediate owners. 
At \-ngth, it came into the poſſeſſion of a Mr. Weſton, and afterwards of Henry Spencer, Eſq. who conveyed it by ſale to 
Caarles Pratt, Eig. created Baron Camden of this place, July 16, 1765. His Lordſhip was appointed Lord High Chancellor of 
Gun Britain the July following ; which high office he reſigned in the year 1770, and retired to this feat, where he has fince 
| made great additions and improvements, as well to the houſe itſelf, as to the adjacent grounds, On May 1% 1786, his 
Ludſhip was created Earl Camden; and he now relides at this favourite feat. 
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CAVERSHAM PARK, 


IN OXFORDSHIRE. 
THE SEAT OF MAJOR MARSAC. 


THIS clegant edifice was creed by the father of the late Lord Cadogan, in the year 172 3, on a ſpot which had no other 
recommendation than that of being capable of improvement, at an expence which might have deterred from the attempt a 
ſpirit of lefs liberality and perſeverance. . —_—__—_____@—_—— rendered one 
of the moſt ſplendid feats this country can boaſt. 


Caverſham Park is fituated near the Thames, oppoſite Reading, in Berkſhire, and at the diſtance of about forty miles 
{rom London. The houſe, which ſtands on a very clevated ſpot, but with fo cafy an aſcent that the riſe is ſcarcely perceptible, 
commands a number of the moſt delightful proſpects: that from the grand terrace, towards the River Thames and town of 
Reading, is eminently beautiful. This noble terrace, which is twelve hundred feet long, has a deſcent of fifty perpendicular 
tect to the parterre, by two double flights of Portland flone flex. 


The parterre is protulely decorated with fountains, vaſes, and caſts from the beſt antique ſtatues, with ſome ſew originah. 
among theſe laſt arc tour figures in ſtatuary mardle, finely executed, repreſenting King William, George the Firſt, the Duke 
of Marlborough, and Prince Eugene, On the fices of the parterre are two grand canals; each nine hundred feet long, with 
a Doric portico at the extremities. 


From the iron gates to the park pales there are four beautiful lawns, divided by walks two thouſand two hundred feet in 
length, and planted on cach fide with lofty tees. The park is well wooded, watered, and ſtocked with deer ; and there is an 
excellent pheafantry aud menagerie in the grounds, which have been charmingly laid out, 


The gardens were formed by Mr. Acres; and will, a4 long a» they remain in the ſituation he leſt them, furniſh a fine proot 
ul that gentleman'> wuwdeitul abilities. 


T he turniure, and other imerial decorations, correfpord with the external beauty of this (plendid and magriticent feat. 
Caveifham Park has lately becu purckaked by Major Markis, the protent poſlefſor, who is making conſiderable alterations. 


CHISWICK HOUSE, 


IN MIDDLESEX. 


THE SEAT OF HIS GRACE THE DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE. 


CHISWICK, where this elegant ſeat is ſituated, and whence it derives it's name, is a pleaſant little village on the banks 
of the Thames, about fix miles ſouth-weſt from London. On the fcite of the preſent building there formerly ſtood a plain, 
commodious houſe, belonging to the late Earl of Burlington ; but part of the old building being ſome years ſince deſtroyed 
by fire, his Lordſhip was himſelf the architect of this beautiful villa, the grandeur and elegance of which is not ſurpaſſed by 
any in the kingdom: and though it has been objected that the edifice is too ſmall for fo capital and ſuperb a deſign, (being 
only ſeventy feet ſquare, excluſive of the portico ) it has, notwithſtanding, from the accuracy of it's proportions, and the 


richneſs of it's ornaments, a moſt auguſt and magnificent appearance, and diſplays a ſtriking inſtance of the refined taſte and 
great abilities of the illuſtrious builder. 


On each ſide of the court before the houſe are yew hedges in pannels, with tormin/ at proper diſtances ; and, in the fronts 
of theſe hedges, there are two rows of cedars of Libanus, which produce a fine effect ; the deep gloom of thoſe ſolemn ever- 
greens finely contraſting the whiteneſs of the elegant building which appears between then. 


The aſcent to the houſe is by a noble flight of fleps; on one fide of which is the ſtatue of Palladio, and on the other that of 
Inigo Jones. The portico is ſupported by fix fluted columns of the Corinthian order, with an elegant pediment ; and the 
cornice, frieze, and architrave, are remarkably rich. 


The octagonal ſaloon, with a dome through which it is enlightened, is alſo extremely fine: and the inſide of the whole 
firucture is finiſhed with prodigious clegance ; the cielings being richly gilt and painted, and the rogms adorned with ſome 
of the beſt pictures in Europe, 

The gardens are laid out with incomparable tafte, and ornamented by a variety of temples, obelifks, Alatues, and urns. A 
verdaint lawn, planted with clumps of cyprefies and firs, in rows, between which are large ſtone vaſes, leads from the back 
garden front ; at the extremities of the lawn, are lions and ather beaſts, on pedeſtals, by the celebrated Scheemaker ; and 


'he view terminates by three fine antique fixtures, dug up in Adrian's garden at Rome, with Rane feats between them, re- 
ed behind by 2 cloſe plantation of evergreeas. 


T's the left from the houſe, an apen grove of fareft trees affords a delightful view of the erangery and, on the right, an eaſy 
flaps, co ered with evergreens, leads duwn ta the ferpenting river, from whence there i» a pictureſque view of the gratty, cal- 
ade, and clegant Rane bridge. With the earth dug from the bed of this river, the Earl of Burlington raifed a terrace, which 
neee & ing View of the Thames and adjacent country.

CLAREMONT derives it's name from the adjacent mount, on which ſtands a very beautiful ſummer-houſe, with a 


ſmall pinnacle at each of the four corners. It is ſituated near Eſher, in the county of Surrey, at the diſtance of about ſixteen 
miles from London. 


The original ſtructure was built by the celebrated Sir John Vanbrugh, for his own uſe, in a whimſical ſtile of architecture, 
but by no means deficient cither in grandeur or regularity of appearance. 


It was afterwards purchaſed of Sir John by his Grace the then Duke of Newcaſtle, who added a large room at one end, 
and thus deſtroyed the uniformity of the building, 


The late Lord Clive, however, having purchaſed Claremont, pulled down the entire fabrick, and erected the preſent moſt 
ſuperb and elegant villa in a much better firuatian: making, at the fame time, fuch a variety of improvements, and beautiful 
eiections, in the ſurrounding grounds, as to reader it wine of the moſt ſplendid feats in the Kingdom, 


The park is eminently diftiaguiſhed by it's fine woods, lawns, mounts, and unconfined views of the furrounding country, 
"The fummer-haute, called the Belvidere, in particular, favated about 4 mile diftant from the houſe, on that fide of the park 
went Either, afturd> @ matt delighttul and extenſive profpect.

The two turrets of the houſe were originally built by the celebrated Cardinal Wolfky, fGrourite of Henry VIII. and 
Eſher is the place to which that prelate retired, when the King took upon him the great al, and banifhed bann has court. 
la one of theſe turrets is a very curious brick winding ftair-caſe, which has been the admiration of many eminent eds. 
The other parts of the building, finiſhed in the ſtyle of the original, are after the defign of Mr. Kent. The two Guttick 
domes on the turrets, as originally deſigned by that gent'eman, were taken down about the year 1776.
